The returns to the government under the proposed 
hear plan will represent a tremendous increase in 
revenue. At present the tax is $500 a day or i 
$49,000 for the ninety-eight days of racing. The 
returns from one of the tracks in Ontario this year 
showed total gross receipts of $200,000 for the 
fourteen days of racing, so that track alone would 
contribute $40.(*90 to the government, or nearly as 
much as all seven tracks combined are now asked 
to turn into the provincial coffers. 

The tax will not increase tlie ]>ercentage taken 
1 * 3 ' the clubs from the l»etiing public, but is to be 
collected from the earnings of each dub.

It thus fell to him to ride the winners of the Futurity, Kentucky Derby and Kentucky Handi- 
cap, and, with such rich prizes to his credit, was bound to land where be did. The aggregate value of the 
three events was more than the total of all of Butwell nineteen stake race successes.

AN OWNER YET TO BE DISCLOSED. 



It appears that there is a gentleman in or near 
New York who has an ambition to win distinction 
on the turf, but thus far. in accordance with his 
own expressed wish, his name has not been divulged, 
says a New York newspaper. John Miller, well 

and favorably known as a skilled trainer, has out- 
fitted three yearlings of good style and class. Tiie 
first is a large bay filly with a broad blaze, by 
Fair Play — Mirth. The second is a tine, thrifty 
looking bay filly by Bryn Mawr — Single Shot (being 
a half-sister to Sharpshooter) and the third is a bay 
filly by Dorante — Maid of Order, this one being 
sister to the well-known steeplechaser. Bonny Lad- 
die. These are the property of this anonymous 
turfman; but this is not all. 

Sunday morning, when the Atlantic Transport 
liner Philadelphian docked at pier 58. North River, 
she had, among other animals on board, two English 
colts, one three-year-old aud one four-year-old. 
These animals were consigned (apparently as a 
matter of form) to F. Schwed, but the customs and 
steamship officials appeared to be of the opinion 
that when the permit for the removal of these 
thoroughbreds arrived some other name, representing 
the real owner of the animals, would come with 
it. It afterward transpired that the necessary pap- 
ers for the release of the horses was not to be 
found, and the inspecting veterinary surgeon, un- 
willing to relax the Governmental regulations, r*- 
fused to pass them. Hie ordered the animals taken 
to the Hexemer stables in Hoboken, and held there 
untill the necessary steps for their release should 
be taken. All this delay filled up the time until 
5 o’clock Monday evening, ami now the horses are 
at the Hexemer stables awaiting developments.

TROUBLES OF AMERICANS IN FRANCE. 

Americans who own stables, or studs in France 
and have given moral and material support to 
French breeding for many years, are among tho 
sufferers. They have not objected to the French 
government requisitioning such horses are are 
needed for the army, but they feel that they should 
be permitted to send such horses to the United 
States as are not so needed. All large owners 
offered to give the French government two horses 
for every one they shipped out of France, but the 
offer was rejected. 

With the exception of William K. Vanderbilt, all 
the owners have made united and individual efforts 
to get their horses out. Mr. Vanderbilt alone 
wishes his horses to remain in France, although 
they are “eating tlieir heads off.” One of the 
stables, that of H. B. Duryea, contains such noted 
racers as Durbar II., winner of the 1914 Epsom 
Derby: Sweeper II., a Two Thousand Guineas victor, 
and Blarney and Shannon, sons of the great Irish 
Lad.

DORMANT RACING CHARTERS IN CANADA. 

Relative to my recent note to the effect that 
there were only two Dominion racing charters not 
at present lieing exercised 1 am told 1 am a hit 
astray and that, as a matter of fact, there are 
several others in alteyance. One, my informant 
states, authorizes the establishment of a track at 
Windsor. Ont., and it was this that Mr. Rohrback. 
recent manager of Connaught Park, Ottawa, and 
friends were after. They, however, barked tip the 
wrong tree for they came into conflict with extra 
powerful interests in the Hendrie interests at that 
point and it did not take them long to ascertain 
that buying a charter and putting it into force were 
two rather different things, for the Ontario govern- 
ment had to l»e dealt with and the tithe of $500 a 
day represented only a fraction of the trouble they 
would lie up against if they persisted. Then there 
is a charter, so my informant states, and he is well 
up in such things, that authorizes the establishment 
of a chain of race tracks. This, in fact, lie sajvs 
is the most wholesale charter connected with rac- 
ing that was ever granted. Anyway, it is probable 
that everylHHly will agree, that no matter how many 
charters there may be getting mildewed in pigeon- 
1 voles, there are just now quite enough in operation. 

All the mile tracks, it seems likelv will have 
mutuel machines in action next year, i have a let- 
ter before me from Hamilton which says: “We are 

bosy erecting a building for the mutuel machine* 
which we intend to Install next season. We are 
patting them in on a rather elaborate scale at a 
cost of $35,000. We expect to have the best plant 
in Canada with the possible exception of Windsor. 
The executives are united in the opinion that the 
mutnels are the only system for speculation and we 
■would like to see the criminal code amended in such 
manner as to provide that it would be the only sys- 
tem of wagering that could tie employed on race 
tracks. It would undoubtedly lie in the interest of 
racing and of the thoroughbred horse industry, to- 
which the war in Europe is liound to give a great 
fillip. There are many arguments in favor or' the * 
mutnels, the principal of which is the lopping off 
of an undesirable element.” — II. I*. Good in M
